City Too Hot 

Long Beach police chief guns for LA sheriff, leaving a string of officer-involved shootings in his wake

O n April 30, the Los Angeles Times 
endorsed Long Beach Police Chief 
Jim McDonnell for LA County 
Sheriff. Calling his three-year stint in Long 
Beach “short but impressive,” the Times 
named McDonnell the “candidate with the 
law-enforcement credentials, the integrity, 
the backbone and the skills to march the 
deputies, their leaders and their culture 
through a rigorous and soul-searching 
reinvention, all while raising performance 
standards and recommitting the depart¬ 
ment to transparency and humane and 
constitutional treatment of suspects, 
inmates and the public at large.” 

The endorsement doesn’t come 
as much of a surprise: McDonnell 
earned high praise from civic leaders 
during a decade at the Los Angeles 
Police Department, when he worked 
closely with former chief William J. 
Bratton in his efforts to reform that 
scandal-plagued department. Civil- 
rights activists in Long Beach have 
also commended McDonnell for try¬ 
ing to form bridges with the city’s 
diverse population. But there’s a dark 
side to his time in Long Beach that the 
Times inexplicably overlooked: the 
explosion of officer-involved shoot¬ 
ings under his watch. 

Let’s take a quick look back. 

On March 13,2010, McDonnell 
began his first day on the job with a 
swearing-in ceremony at the Long 
Beach Convention and Entertainment 
Center. Just more than three months 
later, on June 21, officers joined in a 
California Highway Patrol pursuit that 
ended on Shoreline Drive. Long Beach 
cops shot the driver, a suspected 
armed robber who had been chased all 
the way from Redlands, and retrieved 
a gun from the scene. Fair enough. 

A few months later, on Oct. 6, 
officers responded to a call about a 
19-year-old man with a sharp object men¬ 
acing passersby on Fourth Street. The 
suspect stabbed an officer, and then he 
was shot; both went to the hospital with 
non-life-threatening injuries. Ten days 
later, cops shot another man, this one 
armed with a gun; that suspect also went 
to the hospital with non-life-threatening 
wounds. A few weeks later, another cop 
took a shot at a fleeing suspect but didn’t 
hit him. Nothing shocking there. 

Here’s where the shootings start get¬ 
ting sticky. On Dec. 12,2010, 35-year-old 
Doug Zerby was drinking beer and playing 
with the nozzle of a garden hose outside 
a friend’s apartment on a Sunday after¬ 
noon. Neighbors thought he had a gun and 
called police, who took tactical positions 
but failed to issue any verbal warnings or 
commands before shooting him 12 times 
(see “SoCal Police’s Blood Money,” May 9, 
2013). Zerby’s family members sued the 


city, and a jury awarded them $6.5 million. 
McDonnell refused to be interviewed for 
that story, but in a press conference after 
the verdict, he called the shooting a “trag¬ 
edy” and said he hoped the family now 
had “closure.” 

Meanwhile, if the department’s own 
press releases are any guide, officer- 
involved shootings grew exponentially 
each year, from just five such incidents 
in 2011 to nine the following year and a 
whopping 22 shootings in 2013. Of course,

it stands to reason that the more crime 
that occurs in Long Beach, the more 
officer-involved shootings you’d tend to 
see. But the reverse is true here. Crime 
rates steadily dropped during McDon¬ 
nell’s watch, reaching their lowest levels 
in 41 years in 2013, the same year that also 
saw the greatest number of cop shootings 
in recent memory. (During one five-day 
period in September of that year, a record¬ 
setting three shootings were logged.) 

In response to concern about the spike 


in officer-involved shootings, McDonnell 
finally held a press conference to address 
the issue; he attempted to turn a disturb¬ 
ing trend into a triumph, arguing that 
so many shootings simply reflected his 
officers’ quick 911 response time. “There’s 
been much discussion regarding officer- 
involved shootings during the past year,” 
he said. “In almost all of these incidents, 
the suspect shot at or used a weapon 
either directed at an officer or at a third- 
party victim.” 


McDonnell also drew reporters’ atten¬ 
tion to an incident in November 2013, 
when officers shot a woman holding what 
turned out to be a fake gun. According to 
McDonnell, police spent no less than two 
hours trying to convince her to drop the 
“weapon” before she pointed it at them, 
was shot and survived. “It looked very 
real,” McDonnell argued. “So, a tragic situ¬ 
ation—and one that we continuously look 
to find: Is there a better way to do what 
we’re doing?” 

McDonnell refused a Weekly interview 
request left with the police department; 
a similar request left with his campaign 
office went unanswered. However, it’s 
important to note that all of the above 
shootings were investigated and cleared 
by both Long Beach Police’s internal 
affairs and the LA County district attor¬ 
ney. And there is no evidence that any offi¬ 
cer has ever been disciplined for a shoot¬ 


ing under McDonnell, who has direct 
authority over whether to dismiss any of 
his employees. “The chief is ultimately the 
one who makes the decision,” said Ser¬ 
geant Megan Zabel, a Long Beach Police 
Department spokesperson. 

Given the 50 percent rise in cop shoot¬ 
ings from year to year under McDonnell’s 
tenure, it’s somewhat surprising that 2014 
seemed to be heading in a different direc¬ 
tion. The first fatal officer-involved shoot¬ 
ing of this year didn’t occur until April 
27, just three days before the Times 
endorsed McDonnell. In an eerie 
parallel to the Zerby shooting, this 
one also took place on an otherwise- 
idyllic late Sunday afternoon. 

At around 3:30 p.m. on that day, 
Jason Conoscenti, a 36-year-old man 
who had allegedly resisted arrest 
while attempting to shoplift a pair 
of gardening shears at a Compton 
Target store, led LA County Sheriff’s 
deputies on a chase to a dead-end, 
beach-access road just east of down¬ 
town Long Beach. After sitting in his 
vehicle for 15 minutes, Conoscenti 
exited, holding what witnesses 
described as a large wooden stick. 
Deputies shot him with a bean bag, 
but Conoscenti awkwardly ran down 
the stairs, pursued by a police dog. 

Just as he reached the sand, Long 
Beach police officers struck Cono¬ 
scenti with a hail of bullets. The offi¬ 
cers stated they had heard gunshots 
and assumed the running suspect 
had just shot at police and was 
armed. They claimed they only fired 
after Conoscenti, who was unarmed, 
reached for his waistband. 

But an eyewitness video—the first 
one to depict a fatal cop shooting in 
Long Beach history—contradicts the 
official story. Filmed from an apart¬ 
ment overlooking the street and 
staircase, the video shows Conoscenti run¬ 
ning down the staircase toward the beach, 
which is completely empty. As he reaches 
the bottom of the stairs, several shots ring 
out, some striking the sand near him as he 
crumbles to the ground. As he writhes on 
the sand, Conoscenti can be seen lifting 
both his arms in surrender. This continues 
for a minute or so while the people in the 
apartment filming the incident express 
amazement that police aren’t doing any¬ 
thing to help him. 

“Why aren’t they bringing any medical 
aid?” one woman asks. 

Finally, five officers with guns drawn 
can be seen running up to a now-motion¬ 
less Conoscenti. The footage ends as 
they roll him on his back, handcuff him 
and search the body. “He’s not going to 
make it,” the woman says before the tape 
goes black.

or three years, Cesar Baxin lived at Cha¬ 
tham Village in Tustin with no drama. It 
was the perfect place to raise his young 
family: affordable, surrounded by dozens of 
trees, with a playground and a pool, and just 
down the street from an elementary school. 
It was tranquil, calm,” the the 38-year-old 
father of two says, speaking in Spanish. “We 
would hold parties, and they would let us use 
the benches.” 

But three years ago, a new property man¬ 
ager began working at the community. New, 
almost-arbitrary rules were immediately put 
in place. An already-existing vermin problem 
got worse, and tenants who had disabilities had 
their parking spaces revoked, residents allege. 


“One day, my girls were at the playground,” the 
38-year-old Baxin recalls of his daughters, ages 
9 and 6. “My wife was standing there, and [the 
property manager] arrived and told them that 
they couldn’t be there, that they had to go inside. 
... Another time, my daughter was playing with 
a new bicycle that we had gotten her. She was 
riding it in circles when the security guard 
came out. He told my daughter, ‘You can’t ride a 
bike here. If you want to play with your bike, go 
inside your apartment and play there.’” 

Baxin and his neighbors became frustrated. 
They wrote letters to the apartment complex’s 
management company, Apartment Manage¬ 
ment Consultants, a Utah-based behemoth that 
operates thousands of apartment buildings in 


16 states and the District of Columbia. Those 
went unanswered, and Chatham Village resi¬ 
dents began researching their legal options. 
When that didn’t work, they organized a protest 
at an intersection near the community. Dozens 
of tenants and former tenants attended, car¬ 
rying signs in both English and Spanish. The 
demonstrations went on for nine weeks. 

But despite their actions, Baxin says, not 
much changed. 

“After the protests started, [the property 
manager] calmed down a little bit, but he still 
threatened us,” Baxin says. “He said anyone 
who took part would be evicted. Little by little, 
that’s what he did. He went around looking for a 
reason, any reason, before he found something.

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“How he treated us stayed the same, 
even after the protests,” Baxin concludes. 
“The only thing that changed was how he 
treated the kids. Before, he would go as far 
as to grab them by the arm and take them 
back to their apartments.” 

Finally, Baxin went to the Fair Housing 
Council of Orange County (FHCOC) for 
help. The organization, which has been OC’s 
premier group dedicated to fighting housing 
discrimination for decades, currently has an 
active case file open against Chatham Village 
and has sent staff to take statements from 



tenants. In the next few weeks, they will file 
a civil suit against the community, alleging 
housing discrimination. 

“My girls are still in school, and I don’t 
want to move them to a different one,” 
Baxin says. “It doesn’t seem right to me 
that a person like him can come here 
and, just because he doesn’t like us, try 
to kick us out.” 

Baxin’s story is similar to many in the 
long, proud history of the FHCOC. Founded 
in 1965 after the passing of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, the council is a private, non¬ 
profit organization based in Santa Ana that 
investigates discrimination complaints, 
attempts to mediate issues between land¬ 
lords and tenants, and—if necessary—brings 
offending landlords to court. Its work has 
been not only righteous, but also historic. 

In the 1960s, members helped to pushRezt- 
man v. Mulkey all the way to the United 
States Supreme Court; there, the justices 
struck down a California law that allowed 
landlords to discriminate at will, thus end¬ 
ing officially sanctioned housing segregation 
in the U.S. once and for all. In the 1970s, the 
FHCOC represented a group of Irvine resi¬ 
dents who sued their newly minted town 


so it would include plans for affordable 
housing in its master plan. In the 1990s, it 
ran sting operations to catch discriminating 
property owners and legally represented 43 
Latino families who went on a rent strike, 
demanding necessary repairs to their dilapi¬ 
dated apartments. 

In recent years, the FHCOC has 
focused mostly on offering counseling 
and training to tenants, landlords and 
property managers, as well as getting 
justice through mediation. But it’ll still 
use its fangs when necessary. In 2004, the 
council won a $185,000 settlement for a 
woman forced to give up her therapy dog 
by unsympathetic property managers, 
who then attempted to commit suicide 
after carving the dog’s name into her 
arm. And in 2012, it won $60,000 for an 
African-American woman who had been 
denied an Orange apartment after a sting 
operation showed how property manag¬ 
ers preferred whites over blacks. 

But despite the FHCOC’s successes, its 
work is winding down even as the county 
gets less white and more economically 
stratified and housing discrimination 
gets worse. 

In 2010, the council opened 81 cases 
off 5,200 complaints; in 2011, 71 cases 
developed from 5,061 call-ins. Orange 
County already has a majority minor¬ 
ity population—Orange County’s largest 
ethnic group, whites, only accounts for 
44 percent of the population—and state 
projections predict the number of white 
people will continue to shrink as the Latino 
and Asian populations grow. During the 
period between 2000 and 2007, the white 
population in Orange County decreased by 
126,000 people while the size of the His¬ 
panic community grew by nearly 200,000. 
The amount of Asian people grew by 
120,000 during the same time frame. 

“Immigration has and will continue 
to influence Orange County’s population 
change,” reads the Orange County assess¬ 
ment of impediments to fair housing, a 
document prepared by the county and 
submitted to United States Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. “It 
is expected that most of the immigrants 
settling in Orange County will come from 
the same areas of the globe as those that 
now reside in the county: Asia and Central 
America. They will be younger, have lower 
levels of education, have higher poverty 
rates, and have lower levels of English 
proficiency.... The need for programs that 
assist immigrants in helping to provide safe 
and adequate housing will still persist.” 
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Nowadays, though, everyone seemingly 
needs fair housing services. According to 
data from the Council on Community and 
Economic Research, Orange County is the 
ninth most expensive place to live in the 
United States. Given Southern California’s 
long, slow return from the depths of the 
Great Recession, fair housing is no longer 
about isolated problems with solutions 
solved solely by the FHCOC—it’s now the 
new normal, with no resolution in sight. 

D espite the new challenges, funding 
for fair housing in general hasn’t 
been increasing—or even staying the 
same. A victim of the sluggish economy 
and disappearance of redevelopment 
investments, such funds—sourced from 
the federal government’s Community 
Development Block Grant program and 
a requirement to receive those monies— 
have actually been decreasing. Spending 
by the three largest municipalities in 
Orange County has either stayed the same 
or gone down in the past few years. In 
2007, Santa Ana spent a total of $72,396 
on fair housing services; in 2014, just 
$67,517 is budgeted. In 2010, the county 
spent $68,000 on fair housing, while only 
$47,500 in 2013. Anaheim, the largest city 
in the county, has spent $100,000 each 
year since 2007, even as the city’s urban 
poverty has received nationwide notoriety. 

“The role [of the FHCOC] should be no 
different in the future than in the past: to 
prevent discrimination,” says Bob Johnson, 
the vice chairman of the council’s board of 
directors. He has been involved in the cause 
since 1966. “It’s changed a great deal_In 


the mid-’60s, we would expect apartment 
owners and managers to discriminate, not 
only in Orange County but across the United 
States.... Now, there are more categories for 
discrimination—families, gays, the mentally 
ill. We don’t expect managers to discrimi¬ 
nate, but it happens. But at the same time, 
more people are willing to fight discrimina¬ 
tion. They’re not as afraid to speak up now.” 

If funding fair housing weren’t man¬ 
dated by the federal government, the 
FHCOC might not even have money. The 
council is the only nonprofit to receive 
money from Santa Ana’s Community 
Development Block Grant, the last sur¬ 
vivor of a fund that once gave grants to 
nearly 50 different such organizations. 
Today, the money, intended to fund 
community-development projects such 
as anti-poverty programs, youth services 
and affordable housing, is mostly used to 
balance the city’s budget. 

“I’ve had to lay people off,” says Denise 
Cato, the president and CEO of die FHCOC, 
from her office on the southern edge of 
downtown Santa Ana. “I’ve cut back on 
everything I can possibly imagine.” 

The office itself is rarely quiet, usually 
hosting a cacophony of conversations spo¬ 
ken in the hushed tones of people who are 
afraid of being banished from their homes. 
Listen hard enough, and you may begin to 
differentiate the Spanish from the Viet¬ 
namese from the English. 

The FHCOC building itself is a perfect, 
brutalistic prism: four walls joined together 
at right angles, with two floors and a ceil¬ 
ing. There’s no decoration apart from some 
scant signage and a thin, vertical row of 


windows. The receptionist’s desk in the 
lobby is staffed by a piece of paper asking 
visitors to ring an accompanying bell for 
service. The most obviously new part of the 
office is a gate that guards the parking lot 
while the office is closed. The council had 
it installed after the homeless began sleep¬ 
ing there. 

Compared to 2007, the FHCOC’s budget 
has been slashed in half, from approxi¬ 
mately $1 million to $500,000. Its staff 
has been pared down from a high of 18 to 
a paltry 10. But despite the cutbacks, the 
council does as much as it can to allevi¬ 
ate housing discrimination. In addition to 
Cato’s duties as CEO, she also teaches the 
majority of its training classes. Though it 
no longer holds contracts with all of the 
cities in Orange County, the council refuses 
service to no one. 

“I would never turn people away,” 

Cato says. “I came here to work for David 
Quezada [a former FHCOC executive 
director and current director of the Los 
Angeles Office of Fair Housing and Equal 
Opportunity]_He taught me that resi¬ 

dents of Orange County stick together, 
and we’re not going to turn our heads on 
anyone. For as long as I’m in this position, 
I’m not going to reject anyone who walks 
into our doors.” 

Though housing discrimination today 
is a far cry from the days of covenants, 
blockbusting (a business practice in 
which real-estate agents would convince 
homeowners to sell their houses at a loss 
because minorities were moving into the 
neighborhood) and redlining (charging 
residents of a specific geographic area

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more for services such as loans), new chal¬ 
lenges are appearing as demographics 
change. “[Housing discrimination] used to 
be more prevalent, maybe 10 years ago,” 
says George Smith, the director of housing 
at the AIDS Services Foundation Orange 
County. The foundation offers a full slate 
of social services to HIV/AIDS-positive 
individuals and their families, including 
emergency financial assistance and hous¬ 
ing to those at risk of becoming homeless. 
“Landlords were well enough informed 
about fair housing laws that they wouldn’t 
be direct about why they did what they 
were doing. Things like that still happen in 
families, though, especially more conser¬ 
vative ones. The families will throw their 
children out if they’re gay or HIV-positive. 
We see between three and four of those 
cases a year.” 

Landlords are better about not dis¬ 
criminating against LGBT individuals now, 
but such residents can still be targets of 
harassment and hate crimes by their more 
homophobic neighbors, inhibiting their 
freedom to choose where they live. Late last 
year, a gay couple was forced to move from 
an Aliso Viejo apartment community after 
more than three years because of harass¬ 
ment from some of their neighbors. 

“We visited Orange County a few years 
ago and completely loved the place,” says 
one of the men, both of whom requested 
anonymity. “We eventually decided to 
make the move. Everything was fine for a 
few years, but about six months ago, some 
new tenants moved in below us. 

“It was little stuff at first,” he continues. 
“Once, when they were outside, one of 
their friends yelled up at us, but even then, 
some of them told her to quiet down. Then, 
out of nowhere, someone left a note on our 
front door. A month later, someone posted 
even more notes.” 

The couple eventually contacted the 
Center Orange County, who informed the 
Orange County Sheriff’s Department. A 
deputy visited them, but no one got back to 
them after that. They ultimately decided 
to not pursue legal action and to leave the 
apartment early for their own safety, paying 
two separate leases for two months. 

In similar cases, FHCOC has worked 
with apartment managers to educate and 
inform tenants, as well as to make sure that 
offenders know that LGBT harassment is 
grounds for eviction. The Sherrif’s Depart¬ 
ment, Cato says, failed in its duties. “That’s 
a hate crime,” she says. “It’s the depart¬ 
ment’s duty to make sure that those people 
are safe, not just to take a report.” 

New immigrants are also susceptible 
to unfair housing practices because they 
don’t understand American laws. “I came 
here in 1975,” says Khoi Pham, a Tustin 
resident who currently serves on FHCOC’s 
volunteer board of directors. “We didn’t 
know anything about the law, about the 
relationship between landlords and ten¬ 
ants, because in Vietnam, we didn’t have 
that kind of law.” 

Before the fall of Saigon, he worked as an 
air-traffic controller at Saigon International 


Airport. He was working in the control 
tower with an American adviser during the 
night of the 1968 Tet Offensive. Five min¬ 
utes after he left the building, it was hit by 
rockets and collapsed. When Saigon fell in 
1975, he was a member of the first group of 
Vietnamese Americans to leave the coun¬ 
try, airlifted by C-130s to military bases in

Guam and the Philippines instead of leav¬ 
ing by boat. He made arrangements for 
more than 300 people to leave the country 
at the same time he did. 

When he arrived in the States, he volun¬ 
teered at Camp Pendleton to help situate 
refugees in their new lives. He began work¬ 
ing for the FHCOC in the mid-1990s. 

“I volunteered to work at the Fair 
Housing Council because they needed a 
Vietnamese speaker. At the beginning, I 
just volunteered, but then they offered 
to pay me, so I said, ‘That’s fine,”’ Pham 
says with a quick laugh. “Normally, people 
would have problems with their landlords 
keeping their security deposits or not mak¬ 
ing repairs. We mediated. We would call 
landlords to tell them what they had to do. 
Some were okay, but some, not so much. 
We had to refer them to the courts. 

“It wasn’t just the Vietnamese commu¬ 
nity,” Pham continues. “Hispanic, Korean, 
black. All kinds of people, and they all had 
the same problems.” 

After a 20-year career at the FHCOC that 
saw Pham oversee tenant/landlord relations, 
mediation services and HUD programs, 
he retired in 2009. But the calls didn’t stop. 
Pham still received requests for aid as his 
reputation spread throughout the com¬ 
munity by word of mouth and name recog¬ 
nition. In addition to his volunteer board 
membership at the council, Pham is also an 
adviser to the Vietnamese American Federa¬ 
tion of Southern California, a collection of 
nearly every Vietnamese American organi¬ 
zation in Orange County. 

“I was the only Vietnamese person who 
could help [in 2009],” says Pham. “People 
heard about me from friends, and they

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would call me. I would refer them, but 
because of language difficulties or because 
they knew my name and who I was, they 
still called and asked for help.... It was a 
lot of people. In 2013,1 completed help¬ 
ing four or five families that were really in 
need. In two cases, the family had a mem¬ 
ber who was mentally disabled. One lost 
their housing; I got them to return to the 
house they had already lost.” 

D espite its community service, the 

council’s reputation isn’t spotless. In 
2008, FHCOC’s board of directors 
had a very public legal spat with the non¬ 
profit’s then-executive director, D. Eliza¬ 
beth Pierson. When the board requested 
$5,000 to hire an outside investigator to 
independently audit the organization’s 
finances, Pierson refused on the advice of 
Ramon Diaz, a board member who sup¬ 
ported her. Diaz made that recommenda¬ 
tion because he believed that fair-housing 
funds could not be spent in that way. 

Pierson’s refusal prompted a lawsuit 
by the board, which Pierson responded to 
by filing a countersuit alleging the board 
acted in bad faith, didn’t inform her of 
complaints against her, and should have 
gone to a mediator, as per her employment 
contract, instead of filing a lawsuit. The 
board eventually put her on unpaid leave, 
declining to renew her contract when it 
ended in June 2008. 

“They made a decision, and did they 
execute it in the best way? I don’t think so,” 
Pierson told The Orange County Register 
at the time. “When you make decisions 
regarding changing management, it’s better 
to do it openly.... I very much care about 
the viability of this organization. I don’t 
want to see it go down.” 

As a result of the investigation and law¬ 
suits, multiple cities—including San Clem¬ 
ente, Fullerton and Mission Viejo—ended 
their relationship with the council, turning 
instead to the Fair Housing Foundation, a 
Long Beach-based organization that cur¬ 
rently works with 11 cities to provide out¬ 
reach and education services, doing much 
of the same work the FHCOC does. 

After Pierson’s contract expired, the 
FHCOC board immediately brought in 
Cato to help right the ship, and she has 
worked hard to rebuild the organization’s 
reputation. The council has since won 
consent decrees in five federal court cases 
on behalf of tenants in Orange, Garden 
Grove, Buena Park and Tustin—all cit¬ 
ies that contract with the Fair Housing 
Foundation. In that same time frame, the 
foundation has won one. 

Cato can be found during city council 
meetings, with a binder full of letters of 
recommendation, passionately addressing 
the dais about the effectiveness of her orga¬ 
nization and the training of her employ¬ 
ees in an attempt to win back the cities 
FHCOC lost. The letters are sourced from 
the federal government, other nonprofits 
and even property managers who were 
once sued by the council but now enjoy a 
working relationship. Speaking on behalf 


of the FHCOC, she nearly creates her own 
high-energy Zeitgeist, her voice slowly 
growing louder and her pace gradually 
quickening almost to the point of apparent 
outburst. It was on full display at an April 8 
Garden Grove City Council meeting. 

“Ma’am, I’m going to have to ask you 
to calm down,” Mayor Bruce Broadwater 
said from the dais. “We didn’t do any¬ 
thing to you.” 

“I’m not upset,” Cato replied, her speech 
returning to her natural, though still quick, 
pace. “I’m just passionate.” 

The vote was delayed two weeks so 
council members could look into the situ¬ 
ation. During the next meeting, Cato took 
the stand again to push for her agency. 
“It’s one thing if you sue someone for bad 
action, and then they give you a letter of 
recommendation because you’re work¬ 
ing with them to stop discrimination,” 
she said. “I’m not going to argue or go on 
anymore because my agency is going to 
survive, but most people want the best for 
their money.” 

This time, she found herself with an 
uneasy ally: Councilwoman Dina Nguyen, 
a Republican who ran an ill-fated cam¬ 
paign for Supervisor some years ago 
with a scorched-earth campaign against 
Latino immigrants. 

“This is very important for the Viet¬ 
namese American community,” Nguyen 
said. “I’m not discrediting the foundation, 
but I’m not discrediting the council either. 

... But at the same time, I do see [the 
FHCOC’s] work, and I’ve seen them work 
over and over again through the work of 
[Pham]. I know that the Vietnamese Amer¬ 
ican community is being served, although 
in the last three years [the council has] not 
been getting the funding.” 

Nguyen went on to decry Garden 
Grove’s housing situation, describing 
“homes where people were living in 
shacks, not even room additions, but 
shacks across the yard because Garden 
Grove has very big lots.” She eventually 
made a motion to split Garden Grove’s 
fair-housing funds, sending part to the 
foundation and part to the council. 

“I know it’s hard on staff, but we’re here 
to serve the people,” Nguyen concluded. 

Despite her impassioned rant, Nguy¬ 
en’s motion died without a second aye. 
Garden Grove’s funding instead went 
wholly to the foundation. 

Even with the council’s setbacks, Cato 
is still steadfast in her goals. There’s work 
to be done, after all; the county’s issues are 
set to be reanalyzed and its next five-year 
plan to be written. 

“I started 24 years ago,” Cato says. “I 
started at the very bottom, doing landlord/ 
tenant. I worked from there up to media¬ 
tion to enforcement to being director of 
litigation and CEO and president. The law 
stipulates that a person should be able to 
live any place they can afford to rent. We’re 
here to enforce that.”

LUCCA’s Cathy Pavlos opens Provenance and its garden to Newport Beach

T he focal point of Provenance, Cathy 
Pavlos’ second restaurant, is the gar¬ 
den. If its raised planters and wall of 
potted herbs function akin to lobster tanks 
in a seafood joint, convincing customers 
what they’re about to eat will be fresh, 
fresh, fresh, that’s exactly the point. A sec¬ 
tion on the menu is dedicated to what you 
can actually order from it. Titled “What’s 
In the Garden Now,” it’s an impressive 
list of about a half-dozen elaborate side 
dishes that start with things invariably 
plucked from those plant beds. I saw more 
than one table order the taro root chips to 
munch on as a sort of appetizer with a side 
of avocado mash as its sort of guacamole. 
Never mind that taro usually takes about a 
year to mature and the restaurant opened 
barely a month ago. Let’s just assume it was 
planned ahead. 

You can, of course, order a salad. Prov¬ 
enance has exactly one: a clipped-lettuce 
plate that’s kind of expensive at $10. But 
the salad is lovely—the kind that makes you 
appreciate lettuce not as filler or dressing 
delivery device, but as the main ingredient. 
The leaves, sculpted into a K2 of green, 
are dewy from a light misting of the vinai¬ 
grette, and when I ate it in concert with the 
roasted pecans, the separate Lincoln Log¬ 
like stack of candied butternut squash and 
the white asparagus, I succumbed to the 
power of suggestion and swore it actually 
does taste fresher, crisper, more vibrant. 

It must be said that Provenance isn’t 
the first, nor will it be the last, restaurant 
to have an on-site garden. David Slay’s 
II Garage, his Italian spinoff to Stanton’s 
Park Ave., is built around a veritable farm; 
from where I sat, I could smell the manure 


and was buzzed by ladybugs. Even Rich 
Mead, who used to own Sage in the very 
spot where Provenance now stands, played 
with an on-site garden when he moved 
inland to open the now-defunct Canyon in 
Anaheim Hills. 

But this is Eastbluff, after all, and Prov¬ 
enance and its garden seem a comfy fit to 
the leafy surroundings. Tucked away from 
the main thoroughfares, the neighbor¬ 
hood moves at a slower speed limit, and 
the worn-around-the-edges plaza that is 
its main shopping center seems immune 
to Fashion Island glitz. Provenance’s 
customers seem to live nearby and skew 
to the Lawrence Welk generation—the 
parents and grandparents of those who 
power lunch at Fleming’s or come out of 
Bloomingdale’s with shopping bags by the 
armful. You get the feeling these folks are 
here because they like that Pavlos delivers 
a no-nonsense restaurant with metal chairs 
and mason jar mugs, as well as that her 
kitchen favors substance over style. 

There’s a rustic, braised veal short rib 
so rippled with fat I almost thought it was 
pork belly, the whole thing brown save for 
a fleck of fried basil. And the veal is still 
stuck to bone, covered in a slightly chunky 
demiglace with baby Yukon potatoes 
shaped like golf balls—a literal meat-and- 
potatoes dish you’d be wise to share with 
someone to spread the cholesterol and 
starch. Or, if you can afford it, there’s a $93 
Porterhouse for two that’s carved off the 
bone, served with potatoes, drippings, and 
what Pavlos describes as “Grilled Veggies 
From the Garden” and “Sauces From the 
Kitchen.” Just as rustic is the apple pie des¬ 
sert, which is actually a tarte tatin that your 


server will free from its cast-iron ramekin 
tableside, the confection billowing steamy 
cinnamon fumes and eaten hot with scoops 
of house-made Calvados ice cream I 
wished was sold by the bucket. 

One of Provenance’s best entrees is the 
New Zealand sole “on the Plancha,” and it’s 
all about how fast it can be delivered from 
the broiler to your mouth. Served rocket- 
hot and with nothing more than a lemon 
wedge, a curl of crispy prosciutto, potatoes 
cooked against searing metal and spinach, 
it’s easily one of best, most pleasurable fish 
dishes I’ve had all year. The white, lightly 
crusted fillet seems to defy the laws of 
thermodynamics; every forkful scalded, yet 
it was delicate and moist. 

Equally excellent was the subtle, house- 
smoked trout, which was recently trans¬ 
ferred from the entrees to the appetizer 
list because it’s meant to shared and eaten 
as though a dip with toast. What’s most 
admirable about the dish isn’t that it’s 
splayed open, frosted with a lemon cream, 
and decorated as though it were cake with 
hearts of palm ribbons, roasted tomatoes, 
capers and artichokes, but that it comes 
with the head still attached—a startling 
presentation when you see it outside of a 
Chinese restaurant. But just as with the 
garden, Pavlos knows that, short of a trout 
pond, what better way is there to convince 
you her food is fresh, fresh, fresh?

O ne of the most accursed pieces of real 
estate in Orange County is a build¬ 
ing near the corner of Walnut and Red Hill 
avenues in Tustin. Every couple of years, 
a new Korean market opens in it... and 
every couple of years, a market closes. Right 
now, the cavernous space is abandoned, a 
ghostly landscape set upon a shopping plaza 
that hosts multiple vacancies and a desolate 
parking lot; the scene is like something out of 
The Walking Dead. But just next door to that 
market space, in a food court designed to 
connect with the now-empty space, a cou¬ 
ple of food stalls run by Koreans continue 
to thrive. Lunchtime is busy, as people take 
food to go or eat at the few tables bunched 
together just a couple of feet from the mini¬ 
restaurants. They don't all sell Korean food, 
mind you: only one vendor offers straightfor¬ 
ward bowls, noodles and barbecue. Instead, 
a sushi maker offers gigantic rolls in the 
Korean style. And Ching Chinese Express at 
the very end sells Korean Chinese cuisine, 
a culinary tradition that doesn't have nearly 
enough representation in OC. 

Ching's has survived two Korean super¬ 
markets closing, partly by selling dishes 
that most Americans will quickly identify— 
sweet-and-sour-beef this, orange-chicken 
that, dumplings, gyoza and all that jazz. 

Since it's just a counter, most of the specials 
are numbered and combos, all arriving 
with whatever the panchan of the day is. 

But almost every Korean who orders here 
picks the jajangmyeong, one of the most 
criminally underrated dishes in the county. 
It's a Korean Chinese classic: noodles 
slathered in a salty bean sauce spiked with 
caramel, then topped with your choice of 
veggies or meat. The meal is to Koreans 
what tacos are to gabachos : a once-foreign 
dish now assimilated as comfort food and 
best eaten in obscene amounts. Ching's 
bowl is not only big enough to fill with water 
for your radiator in a pinch, but the owners 
pile on the noodles so high the dish's swirl¬ 
ing height resembles the summits of Van 
Gogh's Mountains atSaint-Remy With Dark 
Cottage. Despite its largesse, you'll try to 
eat all of it in one sitting, the saltiness and 
savoriness and loops of the jajangmyeong 
balanced by the small batch of danmuji 
(the crispy yellow daikon slices frequently 
offered at Korean restaurants) on the side. 
When you finally admit defeat, the Korean 
woman acting as Ching's cashier will hand 
you a plastic to-go container with a know¬ 
ing glance—leftovers for days. 

The only problem with Ching's? The 
jajangmyeong sauce stains worse than oil. 
Slurp carefully—but slurp.

Mexico’s Greatest Sandwich 

Cemita de Milanesa at La Cemita Poblana 


N on-Mexicans (including non-Mex¬ 
ican Latinos) tend to call SanTana 
“Mexican.” Those who delve a little 
deeper, though, discover the majority of 
Santa Ana Mexicans are from Michoacan 
and Guerrero, with vocal minorities from 
Mexico City, Nayarit, Morelos, Veracruz 
and Oaxaca. And while there are many peo¬ 
ple from Puebla, SanTana has few places 
serving comida poblana. La Cemita Poblana, 
then, is one of just a few in OC where you 
can get a real cemita, a giant sandwich on 
a sesame seed-studded roll. There are a 
dozen kinds at La Cemita Poblana, includ¬ 
ing a nod to Michoacan with queso de 
puerco (head cheese), but the best is the 
original: Milanesa. 

The giant roll is split in half and stuffed 
with an ethereally thin, surprisingly meaty 
piece of pounded beef dredged in garlic- 
spiked breadcrumbs and deep-fried. You 
get your choice of cheese—a slab of queso 
fresco or strings of milky quesillo—and you 
should choose the latter. You also get your 
choice of chile, jalapeno or chipotle, and 
again, you should choose the latter. Finally, 
you’ll be asked if you want papalo, the pun¬ 
gent, medicinal herb that defines the sand¬ 
wich. It’s up to you, but I find it overwhelm¬ 
ing and usually leave it out. The sandwich is 
completed with avocado, then it’s wrapped 
in paper. There’s something about the 
crisp pebbliness of the fried meat with the

heat of the chile, the strings of the pulled, 
mozzarella-like cheese, and the smoothness 
of the avocado that just goes straight to the 
soul. The best part about it is that it’s a huge 
sandwich. Eaten at lunch, the cemita will 
satisfy you straight through dinner. It costs 
the princely sum of $6, well-worth the 20 
percent upgrade over Subway’s formerly 
yoga-mat-like footlong abomination.

Gin-Gin Mule at 
Orange Hill Restaurant 

O ne of a few restaurants in OC perched 
on a high-enough mound of earth, 
Orange Hill is still, after all these years, 
making a killing on that view. The valet 
continues to be mandatory, and if you eat at 
the actual restaurant, it's going to cost you 
about $40 for a 14-ounce New York steak 
and another $30 on top of that if you add a 
lobster tail. But Orange Hill has a bar, which 
has windows that feature the same view 
the restaurant boasts, as well as a happy 
hour menu from which you could conceiv¬ 
ably construct an entire dinner. Get the $4 
beef sliders with an avalanche of fries, plus 
the great $4.50 wedge salad that would've 
cost twice as much if you ate inside the 
restaurant during a regular meal. And the 
normally $9 cocktails? They're $6. 

While the bar makes a good mojito, it's 
the Gin-Gin Mule you want. 

THE DRINK 

It's a hybrid—a cross between a gin and 
tonic and a Moscow Mule. There's fresh 
lime juice in it, as well as simple syrup, but 
most important is a spicy ginger beer and 


Bombay Sapphire; all together, it's more 
refreshing than Gatorade on a hot day. 

It's the perfect drink to sip as you peer 
out to the twinkly lights of suburban Orange 
County, which, to be honest, isn't ever 
going to be as impressive as, say, the view 
atop Seattle's Space Needle, or even any 
random office building in Manhattan. Still, 
it's ours, and if you do the happy hour, it'll 
be worth the $3.50 cost of the valet. To 
catch the last drops of sunlight before it 
disappears below the horizon, get here 
early, and be thankful there aren't any 
pesky buildings to block it.

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What Young Feels Like 

Gia Coppola’s Palo Alto summons up the timeless, for today

R emarkable as it seems, there’s still 
poetry to be found in the idea of 
kids tooling around with nothing 
much to do. Whether you grew up in a 
small town or a midsize-to-large city, in 
1962,1982 or 2002, you probably remem¬ 
ber getting into a car, unwisely, with the 
first pal in your crowd to get a license, 
using a doctored ID to buy beer, and 
perhaps even committing the gravest sin 
against clean, healthy living: smoking. 

Not all of those things happen in Gia 
Coppola’s directorial debut, Palo Alto, in 
which two upper-middle-class but oth¬ 
erwise average kids—played beautifully 
by Emma Roberts and newcomer Jack 
Kilmer—find their way to each other using 
the long way around. But the movie per¬ 
fectly captures the vibe of late high school, 
in a way that’s both of its time and time¬ 
less. Palo Alto is set in the present, an era 
in which kids can text one another their 
whereabouts instead of having to walk or 
drive around aimlessly until they run into 
someone they know—or might want to 
know. Yet Coppola, who adapted the movie 
from James Franco’s book of short stories, 
quietly makes the case that our gadgets 
can’t save us from the eternal fear of not 
connecting. When a boy really likes a girl, 
he still has to bring himself to look directly 
at her. It’s all there in Coppola’s movie, the 
listlessness, the at once hyperkinetic and 
underwater-slow feeling of waiting for 
something to happen and fearing nothing 
ever will. 

The plotlessness of Palo Alto is its own

kind of structure, forming an irregular net 
studded with both golden promise and 
opportunities for its characters to make 
some very bad decisions. The movie opens 
in the middle or in a middle: In a car parked 
in an otherwise deserted parking lot, its 
headlights fixed on the blankness of the 
wall in front of it, a pixie-faced strawberry- 
blond, Kilmer’s Teddy, answers the hypo¬ 
thetical questions posed by his best friend, 
Fred (Nat Wolff), as the two pass a bottle of 
something or other back and forth. "If you 
were in olden times, what would you do?” 
Fred asks, though no answer Teddy might 
give will please him. Fred’s a pressure- 
cooker waiting to blow, and though Teddy 
senses that, he sticks by his friend either out 
of loyalty or just because he doesn’t know 
what else to do. 

There’s a girl Teddy likes, Roberts’ April. 
She seems to like Teddy back, but neither 
knows how to make anything happen. 

April, dressed in a little spring coat that 
makes her look like a modern suburban 
Audrey Hepburn, goes to a party and finds 
Teddy lounging outdoors with Fred. She 
plops into a chair nearby, and the two pro¬ 
ceed to fail to talk to each other, something 
like the way longtime married couples do. 

April is probably too distracted to start 
anything with Teddy, anyway: Her home 
life seems okay, though her stepfather 
(played by Val Kilmer, father of Jack), who 
appears to be ill and medicated to the gills 
on marijuana, insists on rewriting her 
school assignments for her. And her mother 
(Jacqui Getty, Coppola’s own mother), a

woman who looks as if she sprang fully 
formed from a Pilates apparatus, seems 
attentive but is in truth checked out. (For 
young and old alike in Palo Alto, marijuana 
is one of the basic food groups.) 

Meanwhile, April is getting the entirely 
wrong sort of attention from her soccer 
coach, the louche, rumpled Mr. B (Franco, 
in the kind of unstudied, perceptively 
shaded performance he used to give before 
he became more ubiquitous than hydro¬ 
gen). Palo Alto doesn’t shy away from the 
danger of sex or the likelihood that it will 
make people do stupid or immoral things. 

Coppola’s filmmaking style, as with a 
sidelong glance, is almost paradoxically shy 
and confident at once. She uses voiceover 
dialogue against, say, a sunny blur of trees 
as viewed from the passenger seat of a car, 
to keep the action moving between scenes, 
and not just as a way of explaining the obvi¬ 
ous. Shot by relative newcomer Autumn 
Durald, the images have an old-school 
luminous clarity. There’s no shaky-cam 
nonsense to telegraph how confusing these 
characters’ lives are. 

And though it’s hard to say from a debut 


whether a director has a gift for guiding 
actors, every performer here is so fully in 
tune with one another and the material it’s 
safe to surmise Coppola may have the touch. 

Partly because there’s so much confu¬ 
sion for these characters to navigate, they 
smoke—oh, how they smoke!—drawing 
nicotine and other assorted bearers of bad 
tidings deep into their healthy pink lungs. 

I can hear the anti-smoking police cluck¬ 
ing right now, but damn, it’s lovely. Only 
the very young can get away with smoking 
(it’s a vampire that will begin sucking the 
life out of you around age 25), so the act 
symbolizes a specifically youthful kind 
of freedom: that of not yet having to care 
about dying. There are, after all, so many 
more immediate things to care about when 
you’re just trying to get the knack of liv¬ 
ing. Palo Alto is a movie of exceedingly 
delicate feeling, the kind you can make 
only when you’re very young or very old. 
Coppola—granddaughter of Francis Ford, 
niece of Sofia—is just 27, and her movie, for 
and about young people, breathes in deeply. 
But maybe it means even more when you’re 
on the other side of 50 and beginning to 
exhale: How could we ever have felt this 
way? How could we not?

LEGENDS OF OZ: DOROTHY'S 
RETURN The warning signs pile up 
early on in Will Finn and Dan St. Pierre's 
animated Legends ofOz: Dorothy's 
Return. There's that clunky, passive title; 
the credit informing us that the movie 
is not based on any of L Frank Baum's 
40 public-domain Oz books, but rather 
a book by Roger Stanton Baum (who?); 
and the fact that, while it purports to 
pick up the day after the tornado from 
The Wizard of Oz, Dorothy (Lea Michele) 
now lives in modern-day Kansas. (The 
early 2000s, anyway, judging from the 
gas prices.) That's a baffling decision 
that isn't paid off by anything that fol¬ 
lows, as the Scarecrow (Dan Aykroyd) 
uses a rainbow-based kidnapping 
machine to pull Dorothy back to an Oz 
that has been taken over by the Wicked 
Witch's brother, the Jester (Martin 
Short at his shoutiest). Legends of Oz: 
Dorothy's Return fails to make us care 
about the characters or their journeys, 
and the animation is shoddy and occa¬ 
sionally creepy—particularly Dorothy's 
aunt and uncle, who fall on the wrong 
side of the Uncanny Valley. Kids today 
deserve better than this, and if they're 
hankering for a Wizard of Oz sequel that 
captures the adventure of the original 
while respecting their intelligence, skip 
this and show them Walter Murch's 
Return to Oz instead. (PG) Sherilyn 
Connelly. Countywide. 

MOMS' NIGHT OUT Outrageously 
enough, the moral of Moms' Night Out 
seems to be that moms should never get 
a night out. This Mother's Day weekend 
release is pretty much a G-rated The 
Hangover, but with an ill-fitting God 
angle that slowly wedges its way into 
the movie—an agenda that, in retro¬ 
spect, explains the conspicuous lack of 
booze, drugs, and sex. With three kids 
and a husband on the road, stay-at- 
home mom Allyson (Sarah Drew) is suf¬ 
fering from what can rightly be catego¬ 
rized as a Glamorous Female Crisis. (This 
occurs whenever we're told a character 
is teetering on the edge of sanity, yet we 
only ever see her with salon-coiffed hair, 
a toned bod, and not a circle to darken 
her under-eye.) So Allyson and her fel¬ 
low moms are going out for a nice eve¬ 
ning alone. Meanwhile, husband Sean 
(Sean Astin) and the other dads are 
predictably fumbling with their own kids 
because, well, they're men. Rampant 
sexism aside, it's curious how the movie 
addresses the symptoms but never the 
cause of Allyson's unhappiness. She sin¬ 
cerely believes that if she gets to wear 
her gemstone-encrusted going-out heels 
for just one night then everything will be 
okay, but even these small indulgences 
wrack her and the other mothers with 
guilt. In the end, a guardian angel stand- 
in draws our protago-mom back to the 
light with some choice Bible quotes and 
Sean tells Allyson that her "job" is the 
most important job. It's less a compli¬ 
ment than a passive-aggressive plea 
she never take another night for herself. 
If she did, the movie insists, all hell 
would break loose. (PG) Heather Baysa. 
Countywide. 

NEIGHBORS Nicholas Stoller's hilari¬ 
ous Neighbors splashes into summer 
with the satisfying swish-plop-hooray 
of a winning beer pong serve, making 
the director, who also wrote March's 
Muppets Most Wanted, the first film¬ 
maker in history to simultaneously have 
in theaters both a kiddie flick and an 
R-rated comedy where two men sword- 
fight with dildos. Seth Rogen plays Mac 
Radner, a cubicle drone who married his 
college sweetheart, Kelly (Rose Byrne), 
spawned a baby, and has just become 
the first in his friend group to buy a 
house. The Radners are convinced that 
now little Stella (twins Elise and Zoey 


Vargas) is six months old, they'll transi¬ 
tion into the cool parents who can take 
their baby to a rave. When a fraternity 
moves in next door, Kelly and Mac are 
stoked to attend an all-night party within 
range of their baby monitor. But as all- 
night transitions into every night, they 
admit that they just can't hang. And once 
the cops get called, it's war. This sounds 
like squares versus slobs, a recipe for 
stupid pratfalls, and there's plenty of 
them. But Stoller and his screenwriters 
are too smart for simple stereotypes: 

This is family versus family, and neither 
house has the upper moral hand. Here, 
Zac Efron as the frat president gets his 
Brando moment—a wheelchair-bound 
meltdown worthy of Colonel Kurtz— 
while showing off his subtle comic tim¬ 
ing. But Byrne is the movie's MVP thanks 
to a script that does what few comedies 
allow: let the wife earn some laughs. 
She's so funny that you wonder once 
again why the Sandlers and Apatows of 
the world waste their women by writing 
them as shrews. Is Hollywood the ulti¬ 
mate fraternity? Maybe Byrne can break 
up that party, too. (R) Amy Nicholson.

BRICK MANSIONS The update of Ben E. 
King's "Stand By Me" by Ki:Theory that 
auto-plays on Brick Mansions' official 
website is a more variegated cover than 
the film itself, which is an uglier English- 
language remake of the Paris-set dysto¬ 
pian action picture District B13 with the 
dubious addition of RZA as a drug lord 
whose subordinates might understand 
him better if he didn't rely so heavily 
on metaphors related to his mother's 
cooking. He's the villain here, not the 
soundtrack composer—almost no one 
here is allowed to play to their strengths. 
No one, that is, except David Belle, the 
parkour pioneer who reprises his role 
from B13 as Lino, ne Leito, the Good 
Man Trying to Clean Up the Ghetto. In 
the scant spare time this crusade allows 
him, he enjoys performing inverted sit- 
ups hanging from a pipe. In the decade 
since the original picture, Belle has 
turned 40, but he still moves like a cat 
bitten by a radioactive spider. Watching 
him swing from conveniently exposed 
plumbing lines, cannonballing from win¬ 
dow to window, and clambering up fire 
escapes inspires an awe at the machine 
that is the human body. And for viewers 


of a certain age, an overwhelming urge 
to play Donkey Kong. First-time director 
Camille Delamarre is an experienced 
editor of action pictures with numbers in 
the titles. Alas, he does the spry Belle no 
favors by so wantonly using jittery-lens 
and slow-motion. There are two different 
scenes of the late Paul Walker crash¬ 
ing a car. Should the producers have 
removed these? Certainly they might 
have done a more tasteful job of the 
chintzy onscreen dedication to Walker 
that pops up before the credits. (R) Chris 
Klimek. Countywide. 

TRANSCENDENCE Sometimes it's 
helpful to know certain details about 
how a film has come together. And 
sometimes it's just so much informa¬ 
tion. Transcendence, the directorial 
debut of Christopher Nolan's go-to 
cinematographer, Wally Pfister, was 
shot on film rather than digitally, as 
most big Hollywood movies (and nearly 
all small ones) are today. Is that going 
to make you like it better than you 
might otherwise? That depends on your 
tolerance for quasi-cerebral cautionary 
tales about our dependence on digital 
whatsits and man's supposed tendency 
to want to play God—with lots of spe¬ 
cial effects thrown in. Transcendence 
looks very nice; it certainly doesn't look 
cheap. But even though Pfister and cin¬ 
ematographer Jess Hall lavish a great 
deal of visual care on the movie's key 
actress, the gifted Rebecca Hall, her 
character has little to do but moon over 
Johnny Depp as her sort-of dead hus¬ 
band, an artificial-intelligence expert 
whose brain has been uploaded into a 
computer and who, from his hologram 
limbo, now wants to rule the world. 
You'd think Pfister's love for genuine 
celluloid and his dedication to crafts¬ 
manship would make him a perfect fit 
for this ostensibly thought-provoking 
material. But Transcendence, written 
by Jack Paglen, is just more business 
as usual, one of those "control technol¬ 
ogy or it will control you" sermons that 
nonetheless enlists the usual heap of 
technically advanced special effects 
necessary to lure audiences into the¬ 
aters these days. Pfister tries to build 
layers of complexity into the material, 
but none of it takes, and the movie's 
phony, love-beyond-the-grave end¬ 
ing doesn't click, either, as we've just 
watched Depp's Hologram Will behave 
like an egotistical jerk toward Hall's 
Evelyn for two hours. Just die already, 
okay? (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

“A FILM OF EXCEPTIONAL ARTISTRY 
WHOSE EMOTIONS ARE AS POTENT AND 
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Beethoven... and Cats? 

The Bowers takes on the mummification of animals and the death of ol’ Ludwig van

W hen my cat Smudge developed 
cancer a couple of months back 
and we had to put her down, 

I wrapped her in a towel and held her 
close to me, stroking her and talking softly 
while the vet injected her with the drugs 
that stopped her heart. When he asked 
us if we wanted to have her cremated and 
take her ashes home, for a nominal fee, 
we declined. He left us to grieve with her 
corpse. I took a picture of her, eyes closed, 
still in her swaddling, and we left her body 
at the clinic. 

The Brooklyn Museum’s terrific exhibi¬ 
tion “Soulful Creatures: Animal Mummies 
In Ancient Egypt”—thoroughly curated 
by Edward Bleiberg, Ph.D., and now on 
display at the Bowers Museum—reveals 
the ancient Egyptians took burial rituals 
more seriously than I did, sparing little 
cost to make sure their animals were as 
pampered in death as they were in life. 
While pets were routinely buried with the 
kings who owned them, it wasn’t just roy¬ 
alty who preserved the bodies of animals 
and wrapped them in linen as they did 
their human counterparts. The Egyptians 
believed animals had souls and that, in the 
afterlife, they carried messages to the gods, 
so it was spiritually important to treat 
them with the necessary respect. 

Bleiberg’s engaging curatorial notes 
remind us of the presence of animal imag¬ 
ery throughout Egyptian religious wor¬ 
ship, with many of the gods appearing in 
half-human, half-animal forms. The sug¬ 
gestion is that the gods (and, by inference, 
the humans who worshipped them) were 
better for the mix: Sekhmet, the goddess of 



war and healing, has the head of a lioness, 
suggesting ferocity and gentleness; there’s 
the omnipresent uraeus, a rearing cobra, 
symbol of the goddess Wadjet, a snake 
head joined to a woman’s body and pro¬ 
tector of kings; Bastet was the cat-headed 
goddess of the arts; and Anubis was the 
jackal-headed god of the dead; among oth¬ 
ers. According to Bleiberg, the special mix 
provided metaphor and symbol, the posi¬ 
tive (and negative/dangerous) qualities of 
the animal accentuating the god’s power. 
Everything went south when Christianity 
became the predominant religion, and the 
subjugation of animals became the norm 
through Biblical “directive.” 

Austerely displayed, with a respect 
befitting the Egyptians’ reverence for 
animals, are mummies of crocodiles, 
birds, shrews, cats, dogs, snakes and liz¬ 
ards, propped up or lying down, graphics 
providing x-ray views inside the often 
oddly-shaped funerary packages. Memo¬ 
rable sights: An elongated, rather large cat 
mummy in a colorfully decorated coffin

called a cartonnage; the tiny, beef-jerky- 
brown and black head of a crocodile pok¬ 
ing out from its burial shroud; the even 
tinier bronze coffin of a shrew; a forearm¬ 
sized snake sarcophagus; mummy images 
of Osiris made from grain, wax and earth, 
the corn used to create it a compelling 
symbol of resurrection and new birth. 

Make sure to take a few minutes to watch 
Nico Piazza’s entertaining video interview 
with Dr. Salima Ikran, discussing the 
labor-intensive work behind the mummifi¬ 
cation process (and why you should never 
ever leave fish mummies on your balcony). 

“Beethoven: The Late Great,” located 
in one of the smaller galleries, tangentially 
ties to the funereal objects of “Soulful 
Creatures”: There are locks of the com¬ 
poser’s hair removed while he was on 
his deathbed; his last quill pen is framed 
(alongside a cutting of hair from the 
novelist, poet and playwright Goethe); 
Beethoven is quoted speaking about the 
“Elysian Fields”; and there’s a bronze 
reproduction of a pouty life mask taken of 
the composer around 1812. There are other 
items of interest—first-edition scores from 
the Library of Congress, a signed letter 



addressed to Prince Ferdinand that begs 
for space to play in—most of which gets 
lost among the ephemera: dull engravings 
of coffeehouses, Viennese paper money, 
a zograscope (basically an 18th-century 
View-Master), and lobby cards and props 
from a 2006 movie about Beethoven that 
no one has ever heard of. 

There’s an attempt to provide context 
to a world outside Beethoven’s studio, 
but Dr. William Meredith’s curator notes 
are vague, spotty and confusing. As he is 
director of the Beethoven Center at San 
Jose University, it may be that Meredith’s 
perspective is just too insular, operating 
on the presumption that an attendee to 
the exhibit has a fundamental understand¬ 
ing of both music theory and Beethoven’s 
history. It’s an unrealistic presumption, 
at best, and it’s easy to imagine viewers 
won’t always be able to connect the dots in 
the notes or differentiate between movie 
props and actual historical articles. What 
was really called for here was to give old 
Ludwig van the full biographical treatment 
afforded Benjamin Franklin a few years 
back, not just an exhibit meant to be a kind 
of lazy commercial for the Philharmonic 
Society of Orange County’s three-year cel¬ 
ebration of Beethoven’s work. Perhaps, if 
he’d been an ancient Egyptian, more atten¬ 
tion would have been paid.

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New Age of Addiction 

Perry Farrell and Nothing’s Shocking still converting the masses

S anta Ana native Cindy Arebalo 
has been a fan of Jane’s Addic¬ 
tion since a trip to Lake Havasu 
in the early ’90s, during which she and 
her friends listened to the band’s soph¬ 
omore masterpiece Ritual de lo Habit¬ 
ual When she returned, she bought 
their first album Nothing’s Shocking, 
and she has been a devoted fan since. 
She and her daughter are making a 
pilgrimage May 8 through 10 to see the 
band perform Nothing’s Shocking in 
its entirety at Las Vegas’ intimate new 
venue, Brooklyn Bowl. As the album 
crosses the quarter-century mark, its 
brilliance only grows. 

The Weekly spoke with Perry Farrell 
the day after he returned from a Lolla- 
palooza tour through Chile, Argentina 
and Brazil. Despite his crazy sched¬ 
ule, he took the time to discuss Jane’s 
Addiction’s humbler years. 

In mid-’80s post-punk LA, Sunset 
Boulevard was occupied by big-haired, 
spandex-wearing, heavy-metal bands, 
Farrell recalls, but there was a strong 
musical undercurrent. People such 
as Martin Hannett, producer of Joy 
Division, Buzzcocks, Jilted John, etc., 
were producing records that were sub¬ 
versive, experimental and fearless. “It 
was drug music; it was music for the 
disenfranchised—anti-establishment, 
anti-pop—but it was divine,” he says. 
“It took away your sense of awkward¬ 
ness. It was awkward, but in its awk¬ 
wardness, you felt you had a friend; 
you had a place to go, and that was 


what was going on when we wrote 
Nothing’s Shocking.” 

In lofts, warehouses and the desert, 
Farrell threw parties at which the 
band could play. The performances 
with his original band mates—Dave 
Navarro, Stephen Perkins and Eric 
Avery (Chris Chaney now plays bass 

“It was awkward, but in its 
awkwardness, you felt you 
had a friend; you had a place 
to go,” Farrell says. 

in lieu of Avery)—were very intense, 
and word spread to the music indus¬ 
try. “They couldn’t deny us because 
we were so vicious and dangerous 
live that people had to come see what 
they’d heard about,” Farrell says. Part 
of the legend included Farrell’s ten¬ 
dency to expose himself. This act, he 
says, was in the tradition of Iggy Pop 
and Darby Crash. 

After Nothing’s Shocking was 
released, the iconic single “Jane Says” 
became a radio darling, and critics 
took notice. Steve Pond from Rolling 
Stone wrote, “As much as any band in 
existence, Jane’s Addiction is the true 
heir to Led Zeppelin, creating music 
that’s simultaneously foreboding and 
weighty, delicate and ethereal.” 

This was the music that Arebalo’s 
daughter was raised on in Placentia. 


It did not, however, make an immedi¬ 
ate impact.“I appreciate it a lot more 
[now] than the 7-year-old me,” says 
Alondra Shields, who recalls being 
more fascinated by acts such as the 
Spice Girls at the time. “My mother 
was very patient with me.” 

When Shields heard about the Vegas 
shows, she told her mom. “She was 
super-stoked,” she says, “and a couple 
of days later, she’s like, ‘Do you want to 
go?”’ Shields, who recently moved to 
North Hollywood to work as a special- 
effects makeup artist, accepted the 
invitation. “I don’t get to really spend 
a weekend with my mom very often, 
especially not in a fun setting.” 

Over the past few months, Arebalo 
helped to prep her daughter for the 
show by giving Shields copies of Noth¬ 
ing’s Shocking and Ritual de lo Habit¬ 
ual, as well as blasting it on her stereo 
whenever possible. 

Shields says she experienced a 
moment of conversion. “I was taking 
it like, ‘Oh, this is my mom’s music.’... 
But now, going back and listening to 
them, I’m like, ‘Damn, this is really 
good stuff!’” 

Farrell has long-range plans to reach 
new audiences of not only different 
generations, but different continents, 
as well. “What we’ve been able to 
accomplish... is amazing,” he says. 
“And I’ll probably spend the rest of my 
life trying to bring [the music] to all 
corners of the world.”

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Carrying the Torch 

Irene Diaz sings about burning love 
with an unlikely, somber style

S inger/songwriter Irene Diaz is often 
described as a modern torch singer 
in the making, spilling rich, dark 
puddles of lovesick emotion with every note. 
Her lyrics are from the Nina Simone school 
of songwriting—words that demand deep 
contemplation, preferably over Jameson 
and a cigarette at 3 a.m. “Torch singers are 
very dramatic,” she says. “My writing and 
performances can be very dramatic as well.” 

To enhance the drama of her songs, the 
LA-based Diaz’s 2013 debut EP, I Love You 
Madly, begins with the sound of a spin¬ 
ning film reel before segueing into “Crazy 
Love,” a sparse ukulele ballad steeped in 
her sultry, haunting vocals. From there, the 
theme of unrequited love and destructive 
relationships takes on various forms, from 
a clanging piano interlude to an acoustic 
lullaby to the dark notes of a defiant ballad. 
No matter what she’s singing, each track 
weaves into the other until the sound of a 
halting film reel signals the end of the EP. 

“I wanted to make it something that people 
can listen to all the way,” Diaz says. 

Though she seems as much at home in 
the recording studio as she is onstage at 
such venues as the Constellation Room 
(where she’s performing Wednesday), Diaz 
used to be far less certain about her path 
in life. She ventured to different colleges 
in search of a career or a passion, anything 
to give her some sort of drive. “I was very 
confused about what I wanted to do,” Diaz 
says. But one of the few constants in her 
life was a need to pick up an instrument 
and plunk out a song. “It was a good place 
for me to be in front of the piano with a 
guitar, coming up with melodies,” she says. 

Diaz left college behind at 23 in favor of 
pursuing music full-time. Soon, she met her 
girlfriend, Carolyn Cardoza, who worked at 
Virgin Records at the time. “With her help, 
she moved things along, even with the EP,” 
Diaz says. After a series of producers fell

through, Cardoza encouraged Diaz to do 
it on her own, and she has been riding the 
wave of emerging success since. 

In 2012, Diaz had built a big enough fan 
base from her local gigs to put together a 
crowdsourcing campaign through Kick- 
starter that garnered $10,000. The money 
went toward various recording projects, 
including last year’s EP. The extra support 
not only helped her to produce more mate¬ 
rial, but it also validated her struggle as an 
indie artist. “I’ve heard different stories 
from different artists signing 360 deals 
and losing control,” Diaz says. “Sometimes 
their music doesn’t get put out. My songs 
are my babies; I wouldn’t want anybody to 
own them.” 

Diaz now has a full-length album in 
sight. “A lot of the songs that I play live, 
they’re going to be on it,” she says. Though 
she’d like to make her album follow the 
concept of last year’s EP, the timetable isn’t 
an immediate one, as I Love You Madly 
continues to work its magic. 

“What’s really cool is that people have 
actually used ‘Crazy Love’ in their wed¬ 
dings!” she says. The song is listed by web¬ 
site Brides.com among the top 10 choices for 
the first dance. Diaz proves that sometimes 
the best torch songs can bolster our faith in 
love instead of burning it to the ground.

down-home folk and blues with psychedelic 
wanderlust and later disco-rock grooves; 
and just as Sublime threw together reggae, 
hip-hop and punk rock; Poor Man's Change 
casts a wide net. And while the band list 
the Dead, Phish and other jam-scene nota¬ 
bles among their influences, they're careful 
to not apply the label. "We do not consider 
ourselves a jam band," Red insists. "The 
stigma of long guitar solos, Birkenstocks 
and free-spirited hippy love often scares 
people away." 

Especially in Orange County, where 
jam bands feel about as hip as Mom's 
Franzia party. 

Whatever you call it—the guys like to 
say, "no genres, just music"—it's work¬ 
ing. Playing LA/OC area clubs a few times 
a month, they've filled the floor at the 
House of Blues, and they've had audiences 
spilling out through the doors of smaller 
clubs, most notably at the release party 
for their debut LP, Firewater, in October. 
"Support was in full effect," Red remem¬ 
bers. "Detroit Bar eventually became a 
second home to the band. Eric Keilman and 
Amanda Anderson always kept the doors 
open and beers cold." 

The band are currently recording a fol¬ 
low-up single, "Born to Lose," and experi¬ 
menting with their approach in the studio, 
taking a page from their fuzz-rocking local 
contemporaries here in OC, "recording to 
tape, rather than digital, to help showcase 
the warmth of our music and further trade¬ 
mark our sound," Red says. 

Poor Man's Change get out on the road 
whenever they can, though it's in fits and 
spurts—10 days up the Coast, a weekend 
run to the desert. And Red and the guys 
dream of taking the next step to making 
their music a livelihood, if the opportunity 
presents itself. "Hell, yeah," he says when 
asked if he'd drop everything for a career 
on the road. "We are all blue-collared 
gentleman trying to stay out of cuffs."

Switching on 
a Dime 


O n the surface, Orange roots-rock 
quartet Poor Man's Change has all the 
makings of a classic SoCal stoner-bro band. 
Front man and primary songwriter Rob 
"Red" Page, with his burly build and bushy 
ginger locks in a ponytail and stashed 
under a knit cap, sings in a half-croon/half- 
rap; his rhymes about feel-good elements 
ranging from whisky rivers to bong rips 
sometimes take on a more activist vibe with 
their get-up-stand-up musings. 

When they set up in an acoustic format, 
Poor Man's Change are squarely in Everlast 
territory, with Red supplying down-on- 
your-luck minor blues progressions and 
drummer Cory Anderson's deft cajon work 
adding unexpected accents and flairs. 
They'll wander onto Rebelution's turf while 
chopping out a filtered reggae lilt. But much 
of the time, especially as of late in club 
shows at the Slidebar Rock-N-Roll Kitchen, 
it's pure blues-based barroom rock & roll, 
allowing their country-rock side to shine 
above all. 

All said, when you try to paint their 
sound, it's a smudge of everything, and 
that's how Red likes it. "We look at it like 
this: How many presets do you have in your 
car? For most people," he explains, "every 
preset is a specific sound, whether that's 
rock, reggae, hip-hop, country. We have an 
expansive demographic—you may not like 
all of our songs, but you will find something 
that butters your bread. I think Sturgill 
Simpson said it best: 'I'm tired of y'all play¬ 
ing dress up an' trying to sing them old 
country songs.'" 

Surely this is a West Coast jam-band 
ethos. Just as the Grateful Dead mixed
